During our absence the balance of our party 
had moved down to the mouth of the creek, 
and camped : - 

After a little consultation, one portion of 
the party went up stream, intending to cross 
over to the Bunkara, while the other turned 
downward toward the Grand. ` 

‘Some of.the animals belonging to tho party, 
which had remained behind, had fallen an 
coming down the mountain. One of the Asses 
turned several sommersetts ın the operation 
Some of the animals were considerably lamed 
thereby. 

We now had to chmb the same mountain 
but the trail was a good one, and no further 
accident occurred : 

The grass along the trail was more than 
three feet hgh, About noon we again de- 
scended to the river, which now. ran through 
a wide pleasant vallew, skirted here and-there 
with a scanty growth of pine. 

- The mountains gave place to high bluffs of 
beautifully stratified rocks of various colors 

By the side of the stream stood a rocky 
mound about fifty feet high, capped with 
scrubby cedars. The mound had apparently 
been broken from the bluff, some half mile 
distant, and added greatly to the beauty of 
the scenery. The river here wag deep, broad, 
and beautiful. I have seen but few places in 
the mountains more so 

We traveled on, and in a short time cameto 
a tract of country bearing marks of excessive 
igneous action The hmestone was frequent- 
ly so vitrehed as to resemble hcney-comb 
quartz Iron colored scoria or pummice-stone 
was scattered around in considerable quanti- 
ties 

In accordance with the desires of somo of 
some members of the company, we remained 
here a day and prospected We found the color 
without difficulty, but nothing more, 

Quicksilver was also found inthe gulches in 
small quantities. 

The rocks immediately around these volcan- 
10 outbursts resembied, to a great extent, 
those around the Cunningham and Ortiz minea, 
near Sante Fe 

Something may yet be found m that locality 
worthy of attention 
Whale Izing m camp here some of the party 
were quite successful in hunting and fishing 
The trout were the finest I have ever seen 

Another half day’s travel brought us into 
quite a different country The standstone 
often assumed a vermillion red-color—as I 
thought, at that time, caused by the action of 
heat The strata were often found in a per- 
pendicular position Among the perpendicu- 
lar strain, immense veins of gypsum cropped 
out 

A half day’s travel broughi us to where the 
river enters & canon, ond we were obliged to 
leave 1t and turn off over the bluffs to the 
south-west, 

These bluffs we found to be perfectly cov- 
ered with Scoria, but for the most part quite 
fertile 

While upon the high bluffs, we were over- 
taken by a servore rain storm, which beat so 
fiercely in our faces that we were obhged to 
turn our baeks till its force had passed 

The summit of the bluff was covered with 
pummice-stone While it was still ramng we 
descended by a very abrupt way, through s 
stinted growth of cedars, which covered the

The snhabi- 
tants of the mining regions have repeatedly, 
and fiom the beginning, showed their con- 
tempt for the Provisional government, until 
ithas here become a mere bg-word Noone 
who has a legal claim wouldthink of bringing 
his action before that tribunal, and no officer 
could be found of sufficient hardihood to at 
tempt to enforce a judgment obtained there- 
m Immght refer you to a few instances, 
where officers have attempted to take posses 
sion of claims acting under this court, and 
where mobs have driven them 1gnominiously 
from the premses as trespassers, and acting 
without authouty Can any person refer toa 
singlé instance where a successful resistance 
has been offered to any process issued by our 
mimers’ courts? Itis often asked, why ths 
opposition to the Provisional government— 
whatjobjection have you to the Jaw? what ob- 
jection have you to the officers? Jt is very 
possible tnat the laws which were enacted by 
the Provisional legislature weie wholesome 
enough, but the 1mp-ession seems to be fast- 
ened upon the people that there 1s considera- 
ble assumpsion about the whole affair, and 
that those persons who go about sayimg so 
much about the necessity of law and govern- 
ment, and are so anxious todo so much for

My temporary fixtures worked well, and we 
could readily smelt not only the mineral but 
the whole mixture, the stony matter forming 
a slag that is very viscous and thick, coohng 
around the entrance of the blast, which pre- 
vented me from continuing operations except 
for a short tıme. The lead or other soft met- 
als were readily oxidized, and passed off in 
the form of htharge and arsenic, adhering to 
the sides of the cupel or tap-hole, where the 
blast was allowed to escape at that opening 
The melted mineral would chill immediately 
on coming ın contact with the atmosphere, 
and stop the small opening for drawing out 
This product 1s of a dark, fine, steel-hke ap- 
pearance, and when cut wih a Loife appears 
brittle I find by the use of the simple blow- 
pipe it can be melted and considerably re- 
duced, leaving a button somewhat harder than
